than eight years and a 
million dollars developing. 

The WBA is making 
strides in many directions 
this year, and one of the 
most significant is the fact 
that next year purebred 
bulls bred by other than 
Basolo will be on the 
ground. Heretofore, Basolo 
has marketed semen and 
some heifers. The purebred 
semen used on domestic 
cows, produces a half blood 
Beefalo.

Pluses outweigh poor psychological attitude 


Tho short term cattle 
market outlook actually 
includes a good many 
pluses nnd the biggest 
single problem continues to 
be the poor psychological 
attitude in the industry, 
according to Cattle-Fax, 
market analysis service 
sponsored by the American 
National Cattlemen's Assn. 

Topper Thorpe, general 
manager of Cattle-Fax, 
said, “There's no doubt 
that with continuing reduc¬ 
tions in herd size the longer 
term outlook will be im¬ 
proving." In addition, he 


emphasized, market funda¬ 
mentals indicate cattle 
prices should stabilize nnd 
possibly improve in the im¬ 
mediate future. 

"It appears the biggest 
stumbling block to im- 
. proved slaughter cattle 


prices at this particular time 
is the poor psychology of 
cattlemen," Thorpe contin¬ 
ued. “There is a general 
feeling that the market will 
never get better. 

“One problem has been 
relatively large terminal re¬ 


ceipts. although, because of 
their extremely small share 
of total daily marketings, 
terminal receipts should 
have virtually no impact on 
the overall market. 

“Every indicator shows 
that the cattle cycle is 


winding down and there will 
be an improving price trend 
over the next several years. 
Meanwhile, in the short 
term, there are a number of 
indications that the market 
should at least stabilize at

Link found between 
enzyme & emphysema

the WSU animal nutrition 
program. The research pro¬ 
ject found thut an enzyme in 
the liver and lungs meta¬ 
bolizes so it cun be excreted 
from the body. Apparently 
in the process, reports Mrs. 
Bray, it produces a chemical 
which triggers lung disease. 

When this enzyme was 
blocked by chemicals, it 
prevented the beginning of 
emphysema in experimen¬ 
tal goats. Goats react almost 
identically to cattle. 

The enzyme, known by 
several scientific names, is 
usually called "the drug 
metabolizing enzyme." It is 


found in ail higher animals 
including humans. This 
enzyme is also involved in 
triggering chemically-in¬ 
duced cancer, previous 
research has found. (This is 
cancer caused by exposure 
to certain substances.) 

The pint thickens further, 
because the enzyme has 
also been linked to pul¬ 
monary edema and the 
Nutionnl Institute of Health 
suspects it plays a role in 
lung diseases of smokers. 

The link between the 
enzyme nnd emphysema 
has been suspected for 
many years, hut hasn’t been 
proven until now.

for the top price at that time. 
A firmer attitude is 
essential, and such an atti¬ 
tude won't get the industry 
into trouble short term aB 
long as it’s coupled with 
orderly marketings. ‘Green' 
cattle do not have to be sold; 
in fact, they add to the cur¬ 
rent problem." 

Thorpe also said any price 
stability or improvement 
has to start at the feeder 
level. In order to try to hold 
their margins, packers and 
reluilers obviously will pay 
no more than necessary. 

Thorpe cited a number of 
pluses and minuses in the 
current market situation. 

On the plus side, he said 
are: 

• Slaughter cattle num¬ 
bers are fairly well set for 
the next 60 days, since few 
cuttle can bo placed against 
that marketing period. No 
more fed cattle will move in 
July than were sold in June. 

• July will be the lightest 
month of red meat pro¬ 
duction of the year. During 
the next few weeks, hog 
numbers will be seasonally 
tighter and prices higher 
than at any time during the 
year, making more beef 
featuring likely. 


• Feedlots are generally 
current, the Com Belt is 
moving more in that direc¬ 
tion with yield grade 4 and 5 
cattle getting cleaned' up. 
The last Cattle on Feed 
report showed continued 
good marketings—a trend 
also indicated by days-on- 
feed of cattle, sold number 
of goods in the mix, and 
average slaughter weights. 

• Beef demand actually 
is good, considering the 
amount of beef being 
absorbed each week, along 
with increased pork and 
poultry supplies. The new 
government beef buying 
program (specifying choice 
beef) for school lunches and 
the elderly can help. 

• Weekly beef supplies 
are down somewhat from a 
year earlier. 

• Futures prices should 
have less negative effect on 
the market as the June 
option goes off the board, 
minimizing the number of 
hedged entile trading below 
the market, 

• Terminal runs are 
likely to decline and the mix 
of cattle on terminals should 
improve. Slower gains 
during hot weather could 
slow marketings. 


• Retailer and packer 
margins are good enough to 
permit cattle price increase. 

On the minus side, 
Thorpe said are; 

• Total red meat produc¬ 
tion has been up from a year 
ago as has poultry—resul¬ 
ting in record large total 
meal supplies in recent 
weeks. 

• Non-fed slaughter, pri¬ 
marily because of continued 
drouth conditions in some 
areas, including the south¬ 
east, is likely to increase 
into the fall. 


• Packers and retailers 
have moved beef in sub¬ 
stantial amounts at recent 
price levels and they have 
not had much incentive to 
hid higher to get more. 

• More fed cattle are 
hedged than ever before 
and thus the futures market 
has more influence on price 
trends, marketings and the 
ease with which cattle are 
bought. 

• General psychology 
has remained tough be¬ 
cause cattlemen have been 
kicked so hard in the past 
few years that they are 
skeptical of the market's 
every really getting better.
